1. The amendments filed September 7, 2000 and December 22, 2000 have been entered.

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by D'Angelo et 
al., pn 4,207,667. 

D'Angelo discloses a machine with every structural limitation of the claimed invention 
including a pressing means (e.g., 19), and a cutting means (e.g., 62, 130).
